This was a reform 
which emanated fron the party which was 
moderately conservative, and which therefore 
remained after the reform party as such was 
overthrown, ‘There were some, like Ti Ping- 
héng, who still believed in the efficiency of 
Chinese military tactics, but the majority of the 
ruling faction at Court espoused not only 
Western arms and smmunition: but Western 
methods of military drill, Yung Lu became 
Generalissimo of the Northern Army, consist- 
ing of Five Divisions, He was aided by Generals 
Tung Fu-hsiang, Sung Ch'ing, Mah Yii-k‘un, 
and Nieh Shih-ch'eng. Drilling of troops was 
carried on at the Hunting Park south of Peking 
and at other military centres, The best guns 
were purchased and stored in a larger number 
of arsenals than foreigners supposed. The 
feeling of weaknes- grad tally passed away, and 
the feeling of self sufficiency again grew in 
high places, Prince Tuan, and’ his brother 
Prince Lien, and Duke Lan, the Cabinet 
Ministers Kang Yi and Chao Shu-chiao, the 
Tutors of the Heir-apparent, Hsu Tung and 
Duke Ch'ung Yi, in fact nearly every one of the 
Manchu nobles and every Gerlera! in the 
Northern’ Army, felt satisfied that China. was 
well equipped against the whole world, while 
Most of them believed there was nothing more 
to be learned from outsiders and no reason for 
continuing intercourse with Foreign Powers, ~ 

As we can now'see thé situation at the time 
of the uprising we ensily see that the Chinese 
really had some re ison for thee self-sufficiency. 
"| They certainly came very near in-North China 

to “driving the foreigners into the sea." The 

destruction of foreigners in Peking, includ- 
lng the Ministers and thelr families, would 

Probably have happened, if the foreigners at 

Tientsin had been destroyed. More than 

once it seemed as if, because of superior num. 

bers and more guns, the Imperial troops must 
_ be successful. There could: have been no 
doubt of their success, if the Taku forts had 
remained in Chinese possession. . And right 
here we may point out that the ultimatum by 
the foreign Admirals of 16th June ta the Cene- 
ral.in command of the Taku forts was both 
wise and imperative, Mines were being laid 
around Taku, and 7,000 soldiers under General 
Nich, with sixty field-guns, were ordered on 16th 
Junetocome up to Taku by train from the 
military rendezvous at Lutal, to oppose further 
foreign relief. from the 6utside. Considering, 
then, what the military strength of the Chinese 
was, ix'and around Tientsin, it seemed proba. 
ble that if Taku was held by the Chinese, and 
relief-for foreigners should be cut off in ap- 
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proach by sea, the foreigners in Tientsin would 
be overcome and massacred, and, after that, 
might: easily follow iha massacre of all for. 
cigners in Peking. = : 
Inthe edict declaring war, note the spirit of- 
self-sufficiency; “Our ancestors have come ta 
our aid, and the gods have answered o-r call, 
Never has there been; so universal afmani- 
festation of loyalty and patriotism. With tears 
have we announced war in the ancestral 
shrines.. Better to do nur utmost, and’ enter 
on the struggle, than to seek some:mean’ of 
self-preservation incurring eternal disgrace 
. Alt our officials high and low are of one mind, 
and there have assembled without official 
summons several hundred thousand patriotic 
soldiers [i.e., the Boxers], even children carry: 
ing spears.in the service of the country 
“Not to sperk of the rizhteausness nf aur cause, 
our provinces number more than twenty, our 
People over 400,000,002, and it will not be 
difficnlt to vindierte the dignity af -our 
country? F; , 
Carried awny by an excessive self-confidence, 
and actuated still by that haughty conceit 
which had provoked trouble in the past, the 
Government authorities entered pan war with 
something of glee and enthusiasm. So cons 
fident then were they of their own prawess, 


making an attack, This was more especially t 
true under th» existing provocations, The fuse 
-was laid, and it only needed some -agrres- 
sion of a fareian Power, some missionary 
trouble, some ultimatum like that issued ta the 
Taku forts, to fire the fuse and make an explo- 
sion, Chinese self-sufficiency was the source 
nat only of many of the collisions with |, 
foreigners in the past, But also of the particular 
collision of 1900, :

BOXERS IN SZECHUAN. 
—_ 

The French missionaries in China, although, 
perhaps, rather too ready to take alarm, are 
usually beforehand with other sources of 
European information in discerning the begin- 
nings of serious iroubles, It wauld be both 
foolish and futile,- therefore, to’ ignore the 
warning transmitted to Count de Man in last 
October, and now published ina Paris journal 
The communication came from the Pro-viear 
of South Sze-chuan, bit before it was dis 
patched, every’ word received’ endorsement 
from the Rishop of the Eastera moiety of that 
freat province. The purport is that the Boxer 
leaders are again stirring, that they have 
relations with Persons in high positions, such 
as Prince Tuan, that they are held in much han- 
ourbythe population,and that numbers ofsavage 
outraves have already occurred, If the facts 
support these allegations, there can be no ques- 
tion about the gravity of the: situation, says the 
Globe S2e-chuan has often displayed as unruly 
disposition towards the Peking Government, 
but the people themselves are too Prosperous to 
have much relish far commotions, If, hawever, 
the Viceroy is, as Suspected, covertly encourag- 
ing’ the Bower-chiefs to renew the anti-foreigner 
movement, the Bishop does.not exaggerate the 
‘critical chardcter of the occasion when describ- 
ing it as “dangerous alike for China and for 
Europe." In any case, the obligation to be-on. 
the alert rests on the Powers, The Yangtse 
affords good means of access for a long dis- 
tance from the coast, but trafic on the upper 
waters is much interrupted and delayed by 
dangerous rapids, On the western side, among 
the mountains, there is a Thibetan fringe on 
which Chinese authority rests very lightly ; 
While, tothe south, the Mahomedans of Yun- 
“han would like nothing better than a chance of 
Tevenge for the merciless cruelty with which 
their abortive ‘rebellion some years ago was 
suppressed, 
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that it was impnossi‘le to restrain them fram 4.
